Randolph  Community  College  was 
one  of  only  1 1  community  colleges  in 
North  Carolina  that  met  "Exceptional 
Institutional  Performance"  standards 
on  the  annual  accountability  measures 
for  North  Carolina's  58  community 
colleges,  according  to  a  report  released 
in  June  2009.

The  season  included  World 
Stage,  a  multicultural  festival  of  food  and 
entertainment;  Piece  Work,  a  powerful  play 
about  textile  workers;  a  faculty  lecture  on 
Heroes;  an  evening  with  Fred  Chappell;  and 
a  children's  theater  presentation  by  UNCG's 
Theatre  for  Young  People.

Project  GATE,  or  Growing  America  Tlirough 
Entrepreneurship,  a  new  federal  program  to 
help  laid-off  workers  start  their  own  small 
businesses,  has  gotten  off  to  a  fast  start  at 
RCG.  Jim  Judge,  RCC's  GATE  counselor 
who  started  work  in  late  March  2008, 
already  has  80  clients  in  the  program. 

RCC's  Small  Business  Center  ranked 
5th  in  the  state  for  the  2007-2008  school 
year,  during  which  it  held  78  seminars  with 
982  attendees  and  counseled  144  clients 
through  776  hours  of  counseling.  That 
resulted  in  eight  new  business  start-ups, 
227  jobs  created,  and  1 1 0  jobs  retained. 

In  February  2009,  RCG  hosted  a  Caregiver 
College,  a  one-day  intensive  training  event 
for  home  caregivers.  This  was  a  cooperative 
effort  between  RCG,  Randolph  Hospital, 
Hospice  of  Randolph  County,  and  Cross- 
roads Rest  &  Retirement  Center.

In  the  fall  of  2008,  citizens  of  Randolph  County  were  asked  to  read  A  Home 
on  the  Field  by  Paul  Cuadros  and  participate  in  several  community  events. 
In  conjunction  with  this  effort,  RCC  held  a  forum  for  its  students  in  which 
Cuadros  and  a  few  of  the  students  highlighted  in  the  book  discussed  issues 
about  the  Latino  community.  Kim  Cassell,  director  of  recruiting  at  RCC,  was 
awarded  a  College  Innovation  Fund  grant  for  $800  to  fund  costs  associated 
with  the  forum. 


The  Foundation  offers  College  Innovation  Fund  grants 
to  encourage  faculty,  staff,  and  students  to  develop  and 
implement  innovative  projects  that  will  improve  the  quality  and/ 
or  quantity  of  programs  and  services  at  RCC.

Thinking  for  a  Change 

This  grant,  in  the  amount  of  $1 ,271 ,  was  awarded  to  Pam  Freeze,  HRD/ 
Project  New  Start  coordinator,  to  provide  training  for  10  Basic  Skills  and 
HRD  faculty  to  teach  cognitive  behavior  classes  called  "Thinking  for  a 
Change"  at  the  prison,  jail,  and  the  Day  Reporting  Center.  Thinking  for 
a  Change  is  an  offender  program  that  integrates  cognitive  approaches 
for  changing  behavior  by  restructuring  offenders'  thinking  and  teaching 
pro-social  cognitive  skills. 


Greening  Up  With  Science 

Lisa  Hughes,  assistant  director  of  marketing  &  design,  received  $1 ,972  for 
a  living  horticulture  lab  on  campus  that  includes  two  gardens  and  a  solar 
fountain.  Our  biology  students  as  well  as  biocamp  participants  will  use  the 
gardens  and  they  beautify  our  campus.
